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1. The case officer took the opportunity over lunch at the 
6 July I960 contact with CARAVEL to bring up again the matter of 
Reinhard DULLIEN and his relations with as well as his threat to 
CARAVEL. CARAVEL again remarked that he had not yet seen any indi- 
cation that DULLIEN had succeeded in establishing either in CAMEN 
or in the Ministry any influences which would work to the disadvan- 
tage of CARAVEL, as was indicated by C A STIRRUP-1, nor did he expect 
to see any. ... 

4. ... When asked if CASSIRRUP-1 might not have aspirations 
to his job, CARAVEL replied that he thought not, if only because 
there is far too much labor involved in the job to appeal to 
C A STIRRUP-1. If he sought anything, it would be DU LLIEN 1 a position, 
where he could bask in the luxury of little work and much prestige, 
the exact opposite of what one gains JEVom CARAVFL's job. ... 

6. ... many instances have certainly not endeared CARAVEL to 
DULLIEN, regardless of how CARAVEL might express himself on DULLIEN'b 
competence. It is probable that DULLIEN has indeed sought to estab- 
lish relationships within the Ministry and within CAMEN as well which 
might help him if he should get a chance to avenge himself an CARAVEL. 
It is not likely that he would be very open about it, however, as 
ffltBTO DULLIEN 1 s position in the Ministry is itself quite shaky, 
despite the Government's unwillingness to embarrass itself. It 
might thus be wondered if CASTIRRUP*!// were not possibly serving 
DULLIEN's purposes, not to mention his own, and how much more he may 
know than he chose to say. 
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
